Frankfort, Fab I .— W illiam Goebel 
was. shortly before 9 o’clock last night, 
was sworn in as governor Of Kentucky 
and J. C W. Beckharn a few 
m inutes 
later, took the oath as lieutenant gov­ 
ernor. 
The oath was adm inistered to 
both men by Chief Justice H azlerigg, of 
the court of appeals 
The plan to m ake 
Goebel governor was set in motion early 
in the afternoon. 
A statem ent was pre­ 
pared saying that the boards which had 
heard the contests for governor and 
lieutenant governor had decided in favor 
of Goebel and Beckham, and that the 
boards lh tended to report their findings 
to the legislature, hut that they had 
been prevented from so doing by the 
action of Governor Taylor in declaring 
the legislatnre adjourned. 
The state­ 
m ent then goes on to say that the m em ­ 
bers of the legislature were driven from 
place to place by m ilitia and threatened 
with arrest whenever they attem pted to 
hold a meeting. 
It was declared the 
belief of all the signers of the statem ent 
that Goebel and Beckham were legally 
elected governor and lieutenant gov- 
orner, and each man as he signed the 
paper, announced that he voted for the 
adoption of the m ajority report of the 
contest boards which declared Goebel 
and Beckham to be the men rightfully 
entitled to the office. 
The statem ent is signed by a m ajority 
of the members of both houses. 
It w as slow work obtaining the signa­ 
tures of the members of the house and 
senate, and although the work w as in 
progress all afternoon, it was not until 
evening that the necessary number of 
signatures had been obtained. 
As soon 
as the last man actually needed had af­ 
fixed his signature to the statem ent 
word w as sent to the residence of Chief 
Justice H azelrigg of the court of ap­ 
peals 
He cam e at once to the Capitol 
hotel, 
passed directly upstairs to the 
room of Mr. 
Goebel and adm inistered 
the oath of office. 
Mr 
Goebel was 
propped up with pillow s and was able 
to raise his hand only w ith the greatest 
difficulty as he listened to the words of 
Judge H azelrigg. 
W hen the oath had 
been given. Mr. Goebel sank back ex­ 
hausted, the effect having been alm ost 
too much for his strength. 
There were in the n om at the time 
the oath was administered, besides Mr. 


I G o e b e l and Judge H azelrigg, 
Arthur 
Goebel, brother of the wounded man, 
Mrs. W elch, his sister, and Percy Haley, 
his cam paign m anager, 
and tw o or 
three intim ate friends. 
Mr. Goebel was 
unable to say anything regarding the 
m atter, hut the contented sm ile on his 
face bore strong w itness to the pleasure 
that be felt. 
Im m ediately upon leaving the room 
where he had sworn in Mr. 
G eo bel, 
Judge H azelrigg w ent to an adjoining 
room where he sw ore in Mr. Beckham 
as lieutenant governor. 
This done, he 
returned to his home. 
Judge Hazel: 
rigg refused to m ake any statem ent 
concerning the m anner in which 
the 
offices had been conferred upon the Dem­ 
ocratic contestants. 
••A m ajority of both houses of the 
legislature declared for them ,'’ he said, 
“and when I was asked to swear them 
in there w as nothing left for m e to do 
but adm inister the oaths of office. 
The 
proceeding was of course entirely legal 
and proper. 
I would not have done as 
I did had it been otherw ise.” 
Mr Goebel, as soon as as he w as as­ 
sured that he was legally governor of 
K entucky, took prompt action regard­ 
ing the m ilitary arm of the service Two 
orders were quickly prepared for his 
signature, the first of which discharged 
A djutant General Daniel Collier from 
office and appointed General John B. 
Castlem an of Louisville as his successor 
The second was directed to the com ­ 
manders of the m ilitia now stationed in 
this city, directing them to return to 
their homes. 
Word was at once tele­ 
graphed to General Castleman of his ap­ 
pointm ent 
There is a possibility of trouble in this 
m atter of control of state troops.

the Kentucky state guard, and by force
